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CLASSIFICATION  PT  CATALOGING  REORGANIZATION 

New  Section  Chiefs  have  been  named  and  initial  steps  taken  to  implement 
the  reorganization  of  the  Classification  and  Cataloging  Branch,  Library 
Division.    This  Branch  is  responsible  for  administering  the  Superintendent 
cf  Documents  Cataloging  and  Indexing  Program  including  compilation  and 
issuance  of  the  MONTHLY  CATALOG  OF  UNITED  STATES  GOVERNMENT  PUBLICATIONS. 
The  new  organization  creates  three  Sections:    each  composed  of  professional 
librarians,  library  technicians,  data  preparation  clerks,  and  a  clerk 
typist.    Section  responsibilities  have  been  broken  out  by  agencies  based 
on  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  Classification  System.    In  addition, 
responsibility  for  serials,  maps  and  audio-visual  cataloging  will  reside 
in  the  separate  Sections.    This  now  permits  all  transactions  and  processing 
relevant  to  any  document  to  reside  in  the  same  Section.  Supervisory 
responsibility  is  vested  in  three  Section  Chiefs,  each  a  professional 
librarian  at  the  GG-12  level.    Lines  of  communication,  workflow,  and 
accountability  are  but  a  few  of  the  areas  improved  upon  by  the  reorgani- 
zation.   Library  Systems  Specialist  and  Subject  Cataloging  Specialist 
positions  have  been  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Branch  Chief  to  manage 
telecommunications,  networking,  workflow,  systems  development,  LC/GPO 
subject  cataloging,  etc. 

Each  of  the  three  Section  Chiefs  is  responsible  for  the  correct 
classification  and  cataloging  of  publications  issued  by    a  group  of 
Government  agencies,  as  well  as  a  type  of  publication.

900-C-8,  volume  3,  issue  numbers  2  and  5  through  10  were  not  received 
for  distribution,  nor  did  we  receive  any  of  the  issues  ordered  printed 
for  1981.    We  have  written  to  the  Press  and  Publications  Division, 
Agency  for  International  Development,  concerning  this  and  requested 
that  they  supply  us  with  an  adequate  number  of  paper  copies  of  the  sub- 
ject title  for  the  next  available  issue  that  they  order  to  be  printed. 
We  also  asked  that  they  send  us  two  copies  each  of  all  missing  issues 
which  we  will  convert  and  distribute  in  microfiche  format    to  bring 
depository  library  collections  up  to  date.

Earlier  this  year,  GPO 
responded  to  a  call  from  the  Department  of  Energy  for  a  "one  time  only" 
request  under  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act  for  four  fiche  sets  of  the 
INTERAGENCY  COAL  TASK  FORCE  EXPORT  REPORT  (Final) .    We  were  already  in 
the  process  of  a  survey  (81-20)  of  this  very  DOE/FE  series  for  future 
hardcopy  editions.    In  fact,  over  300  depositories  have  now  selected 
Item  Number  0429-H-03.    But  our  surprise  came  when  instead  of  getting 
the  four  sets  for  DOE,  we  received  four  plus  225  sets!    To  give  all 
selecting  depositories  an  equal  chance  at  this  limited  quantity  (and 
not  all  may  want  or  need  it) ,  we  would  like  to  offer  sets  on  a  first- 
come-  first-  served  basis  according  to  postmark.    To  be  eligible,  your 
depository  must  first  have  selected  new  Item  Number  0429-H-03.  NOTE: 
each  regional  will  automatically  receive  a  set.    Involved  are  53  fiche 
covering  a  report  of  13  volumes.    Regrettably,  because  this  was  a  Freedom 
of  Information  Act  request,  and  not  a  regular  depository  library  item, 
SuDocs  numbers  do  not  appear  on  the  fiche,  or  our  usual  title  format 
information  on  the  headers.    SuDocs  classification  most  appropriate  is: 
E  1.84:  0012/v.  1-23.    Image  quality  is  quite  satisfactory.
